How Musxrats Swm uxper tue | 
ice.—Muskrats have a curious method | 
of traveling long distances under thesice. | 
In their winter excursions to their feed-| 
ing grounds, which are frequently great 
distances from their abodes, they take in 
breath at starting, and remain under the 
water as long as they can. They then 
rise up to the ice, and breathe out the air 
jn their lungs, which remains in bubbles 
against the lower surface of the ice. They 
wait till this air recovers oxygen from the | 
water and ice, and then take it again, and 
goon until the operation has to be re- 
peated. In this way they can travel al- | 
most any distance. The hunter sometimes 
takes advantage of this habit of the musk- 
rat. Following one of them for some dis- | 
tance, he sees him come up to renew his| 
breath in the manner above described. 
After the animal has breathed against the 
ice, and before he has time to take his 
dwbble in again, the hunter strikes with 
his hatchet directly over him and drives 
him away from his breath. In this case 
he drowns in swimming a few rods, and 
the hunter catting a hole in the ice takes 
him out. Minks, otter and beaver travel 
under the ice in the same way.— Trap-| 
per's Guide.

SAVED BY THE DRIFT. 


The regions around the White Moun-! 
tains have seen other storms and floods 
fully equal in magnitude to that night in 
August, when the Willey family were 
swept away; yet, for thrilling danger, the 
true story [ am about to relate, equals, if 
not surpasses it. 
| ‘The event occurred some thirty years | 
|prior to what is known in the mountain | 
jregions as the Willey freshet; and the 
| vehemence of the storm, and the rapid 
| rise of water far exceeded that which has 
jmade the latter famous in the history of 
the White Hills. 
| Seth Emerson was among the first that 

woke the echoes of the mountains in the 
| war with the wild forest that covered the 
rich interval lands of the Saco and its 
tributaries. Ile had left the setthements 
jat Dover, and taking the north star for 
jhis guide, had pushed on through the 
|} wilderness until it was hid from view by 
ithe mighty dome of Mount Washington. 
| Here, on the banks of the Saco, most ot 
ithe pioneers had tarried and built their 
jeabins; but Emerson pushed on, and at 
last pitched upon a spot in a wild valley, 
lamong the mountains, on the bank of a 
lstream, to which he gave the name of 
Rocky Branch. Here was a level inter- 
val of perhaps haif a mile in length, by 
the same in breadth, hemmed in by high 
cliffs, except on the north and south, 
where there was a valley, hardly twenty 
jrods in width, through which the stream 
came and went flowing through the centre 
of the interval. On the bank of this stream, 
and nearly in the centre ot his land, he 
built his cabin, and then returned and 
|brought his wife and two small children 
to their rude home in the great untamed 
| Wilderness. 

Here, for two or three years, Emerson 
dwelt in peace and happiness, with all the 
jadvantages and drawbacks of a pioneer’s 
life. The soil was fruitful, and brought 
forth abundantly, and the family were 
|contented and happy. 

During the first year in their new home, 
but one thing gave them any apprehension. 
That was the fear that the sudden rise of 
the Branch might sweep away their cabin. 
In clearing the interval, Emerson found 
traces of former floods, which 
vincing proof that at some earlier period 
the whole surface of his land had been 
covered with water to the depth of several 
feet. That it might occur again was pos- 
sible and even probable ; but as months 
iwent on, and long storms failed to bring 
the water near the cabin, the y cease d to 
have any apprehension from floods that 
might pour themselves down upon them 
from the wild ravines of the mountains. 

They had seen that a heavy shower 
would raise the Branch in 
lthan a day’s steady rain ; 
standing their fancied security, as the years 
went by, they often thought and spoke of 
what a shower or sudden tempest could do, 
should it come fierce and quickly, and be 
of long duration. Yet, they gave little

their little world was fair, and they dis-

The third year of their tarry among the 
mountains proved to be very dry during 
the late spring and early summer. No 
rain fell to any amount, and their crops 
that had bid so fair for a bountiful harvest, 
were, by the first of July, withered and 
dry for the want of moisture. So long 
bad it continued dry, and so poorly looked 
jthe crops, that the settlers all up and 
down the valley of the Saco, began to fear 
that a hard winter was before them, and 
that they must suffer for food unless rain 
came soon to revive drooping vegetation. 
| Never, within the memory of the first 
| settlers, had it been so dry; and an old 
Indian woman who dwelt alone upon the 
side of one of the mountains, and who 
was looked upon as an oracle by the set- 
tlers, declared that a flood such as no 
white inhabitant of the valley had 
|seen, would come whenevér the drought 
| should break. 
| For several days clouds had gathered 
\darkly around the mountains, enveloping 
the highest peaks in their black folds, 
and giving promise of rain; but they 
would disappear again, much to the dis- 
appointment of those watching them.

One morning, during the first week in

low, to obtain some articles of a trader

la daughter of Abraham, and well taecht, 
and behaved herself becomingly, “ was 
worthy to marry a priest,” was compli- 
mentary, yet, if the penalty must be so 
great, as almost certain loss of health, and 
a premature death, not every one would 
feel called upon to perform so severe a 
penance ; especially, while self-preserva- 
tion remains the first law of nature, and, 
certainly, is not incompatible with the law 
lof God.

FOCLSCAP PAPER. 


Every kind of paper is known by the 
stationer, by its name, quarto post, Svo 
post, foolseap, &e. The term foolscap to 
designate a certain kind of paper no doubt 
bas puzzled many a young enquirer. The 
otigin is not only amusing, but historical. 
Charles 1. of England granted numerous 
monopolies for the support of the govern- 
ment. Among others was the manufac- 
ture of paper. The water mark of the 
finest sort was the Royal Arms of Eng- 
The consumption of this article 
was great at this time, and large fortunes 
were made by those who purchased the 
right to vend it. ‘This, among other 
monopolies, was set aside by the Parlia- 
ment that brought Charles I. to the scaf- 
fold; and by way of showing their con- 
tempt for the King, they ordered the 
royal arms to be taken from the paper, 
and a fool with his cap and bells to be 
substituted. It is now over two hundred 
years since the foolscap bells was taken 
from the paper, but still the paper of the 
size, which the rump Parliament ordered 
for their journals, bears the name of the 
water mark, then ordered as an indignity 
to Charles.

Wood, 
alias, Fernandy, appealed to the con-| 
sciences of men and to their God, and hoped 
that they would do nothing to ruin the 
sountry and their posterity. Morrissey oc- 
casionally “took a walk round,” but didn’t 
indulge in a “ set-to,” as some seemed to 
expect—but like a good American citizen, 
spoke only by his vote. The speech of But- 
ler was a good legal essay. Washburne, of | 
Illinois, the mouth-piece of Gen. Grant, 
was listened to attentively. He said when 
impeachment was previously before the 
House, he had opposed it, but since the 
President had committed the overt act, he! 
had compelled Congress to stand firm and | 
save the Ship of S:ste. These sentiments | 
were expressed by many Republicans. | 
Thaddeus Stevens, in closing the debate, | 
was allowed to have his speech read by 
the Clerk, as he was too feeble to finish it. 
The members who commanded the most 
attention, and received the most congrat- 
ulations from his fellow-members, was our 
own Boutwell, of Massachusetts ; although 
there are other speeches that will read as 
well. He was most decidedly the most 
eloquent in delivery. At two minutes of 
five, the Speaker ordered the Resoiution 
to be read, and the vote was taken by 
and noes. When all had voted, 
Speaker Colfax rose and said, he was de- 
sirous to have his constituents heard, on 
this important subject, and accordingly 
voted in favor of the Resolution. ‘The! 
vote was declared to be 126 for impeach- 
ment and 47 against. It seemed impos- 
sible for members or citizens to keep quiet, 
but they did. No demonstration was 
worthy of notice within the Hall, save 
in the expressions on the ocean of faces. 
The majority evidently breathed freer, 
and wore asmile, as the prospect ahead 
Old soldiers, with 
one leg, tripped along down the steps, as 
if they had a perfect understanding, and 
when in the open air, would put their 
caps on their crutches, and show signs of 
delight in hopes of relieving Andrew 
Johnson of his constitutional disabilities.

Stevens sur- 
rounded by many of the House, made 
known the action of the House, by pro- 
claiming on their behalf and of the peo- 
ple of the United States, the demand for 
the impeachment of Andrew Johnson for 
high crimes and misdemeanors. The Sen- 
ate then called upon its President, B. T.| 
Wade, to appoint a Committee of seven, 
to take charge of the proceedings, and 
there the impeachment will remain until 
Saturday, when it is thought the arrange-| 
ment will be ready for the final trial. At 
present, “ AH isquiet along the Potomac.”

THE TEETH OF A HORSE. 


At five years of agea horse has 40 
teeth—24 molar or jaw teeth, 12 incisor 
or front teeth, between the molars and 


incisors ; but usually wanting in the mare. 

At birth only the two nippers or mid- 
dle incisors appear. 

At a year old the incisors are all visi- 
ble on the first or milk set. 

Before three 3 
pers have come through. 

At four years old, the permanent divi- 
ders next to the nippers are cut. 

At five the mouth is perfect, the second 


years, the pern 


nanent nip- 


set of teeth having been completed. 
At six, the hollow under the nipper 
called the mark, has disappeared from the 


nippers, and diminished in the dividers. 

At seven the mark has disappeared 
from the dividers, and the next teeth or 
corners, are level, though showing the 
mark. 

At eight the mark has from the 
corners, and the horse is said to be aged. 
After this time. indeed good authorities 
say that after five years, the age of the 
horse can only be conjectured. But the 
tecth gradually change their form, the in- 


gone 


cisors becoming round, oval and triangu- 


lar. Dealers sometimes bishop the teeth 


of old horses; that is, scoop them out to 
imitate the mark; but this can be known 
by the absence of the white edge of 
enamel which always surrounds the real 
mark. by the shape of the teeth, and 


other marks of age about the animal.— 
Rural Ge ntleman. 
Atter the horse is nine old, a 


wrinkle comes on the eyelid at the upper 


years 


corner of the lower lid. and eve ry year 
thereatter he has one well-defined wrin- 
kle for each year over nine. If, for in- 
stance, a hor@e has three wrinkles, he is 
twelve ; if four, he is thirteen, &c. So 
says an informant of the Field and Fire- 
side. 


HOW TO HAVE MEALY POTATOES. 


it isa very common thing in the spring 
to find strong, watery potatoes on the ta- 


ble, unless care has been taken to select 
and preserve them. A poor potato is the 
poorest afticle of food that can be had; 
n mas they begin to sprout they will 
begin to grow poor and watery, the better 
pa tl reot going to the support of 
prouts; hence, to have nice mealy. .po- 
tat it is necessary to keep them from 
ext ¢ themselves in this way. An 
exchange gives the following method of 
preventing the potatoes from sprouting, 
which we hope will be tried and ap- 
proved Take good, sound potatoes and 


place them in a tub or barrel, and pour 
boiling water over them, letting them re- 
main in the water until the e; are 
scalded so they will not sprout; dry the

potatoes roughly in the sun, and put 


them away in a box or barrel in a cool, 
dry place. This will give good mealy 
potatoes all the time.— Germantown Tel- 
eg ' uh. 

Coat Asues ror Currants. It is 
stated that coal ashes applied around cur 


rant Bushes to the depth of three or four 
inches, and over a distance of several feet 
on each side, will prevent the larva of the 
worm from rising from the ground under- 
neath, and thus leave the bushes tolerably 
free this pest. The application 
should be made early in the spring.

plough which is the invention 
Abel Nutting of Quincey, is formed of tri 
angular plates of boiler iron fixed to a 
central shaft, meeting in a point in front. 
The appearance of the plough when in 
motion is somigwhat like an immense pen- 
eil, penetrating and boring out a snow- 
drift. It is driven by a stationary engine 
in a common freight car, its action being 
of course, wholly independent of the en- 
It is claimed that hardly any ex- 
tra locomotive power will be necessary 
after a severe snew storm if this plough 
Jt will be seen that the princi- 
ple of the machine is to throw wholly 
away and on one side of the track all the 
snow that may be between the rails, in- 
stead of pushing it aside and pressing it 
together on both sides. It may be 
changed, so as to throw the snow on either 
side, as convenience or necessity may re- 
quire. E ‘ 

The place selected for the trial was one 
full of difficulties. It was ona piece of 
track that has not been cleared during 
the winter, and*where, consequently, the 
snow was packed unusually hard to a 
depth of several feet. The trial was so 
for successful as to show that a plough on 
this principle may be made to do the 
work for which it is intended, thoroughly, 
quickly and economically. Owing to “a 
misunderstanding between the two en- 
gineers the locomotive attained too great 
headway for snow so closely packed, and 
the shaft of the plough was bent, but not 
until it had been shown that the plough 
would throw the snow, as claimed, and 
leave the track in good condition. The 
fault in construction was owing to mis- 
calculation of the stiffness required in the 
shaft and can easily be remedied.— Boston 
Advertiser.

STARTING A FIRE. 


“Tt takes a fool or a philosopher to 
build a fire well,” the old adage. 
We suppose the former blunders 
doing it well, and the latter goes at the 
work j As few people be- 
long to either of the two classes, there 
be much poor fire kindling—and 
there is. With wood fires, the essential 
thing is to have a few thin pieces of dry 
stuff ; then the larger pieces brought near

enough together to keep each other warm: 
and, most of all, to arrange the whole so 
as to secure a draft. Place the fuel 
that air can enter underneath, and so that 
the first heat can produce an upper cur- 
rent, and draw in fresh air to the burning 
point. With hard coal there must be 
kindling encagh at one point to produce 
sufficient heat to ignite at least two or 
three pieces of the hard coal, and then 
concentrate the draft of air upon the igni- 
ted point. With plenty of kindlings the 
grate may be covered, but with only a 
small quantity of tinder, it should be 
placed altogether in the middle or at one 
side, and a few pieces of small coal be 
put around it. if the grate be larger 
than the hand, it is weil 
cover all but the kindling point with 
ashes, to confine the draft to that place, 
and then remove the ashes as the fire, 
spreads.

My attention has been called to the 
very singular contributions in the Boston 
Traveller, purporting to be “ Correspon- 
dence from Quincy,” by “ An Observer.”

Dixon continued to discuss the main 
question and not the point of order, con- 
sequently he was called to order two or 
three times, but finally finished all he 
had to say. Hendricks after some re-| 
marks said he would withdraw his ob- 
jections at that time, and Wade took the. 
oath. As he came down from the stand, 
passing where I was standing, he re-|

Senators having been sworn, the Chief 
Justice declared the Court as formed, |

WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENCE. 


Wasninctros. Marca 25, 1868. 

The Senate as a Court of Impeach- 
ment met again to-day at one o'clock to 
reevive the President's answer. The crowd 
in the galleries seemed to be “ all ladies.” 
About the same privileged class occupied 
about the same seats as on the last Court 
day. In the diplomatic gallery, however, 
there was one black man,- supported on 
his right by the Greek Minister, and on 
his left by an Attache of the French Le- 
gation. A dozen or more Boston people 
who had Senatorial friends, succeeded in 
getting tickets. The Court came together 
in the usual manner, all the Managers of 
the Ilouse coming to time promptly.— 
The President was represented by Stan- 
bery, Curtis, Nelson, Evarts of New 
York, and Groesbeck, of Ohio,—the latter 
having been added since the last sitting of 
the Court. After the administration of 
the oath to Senator Doolittle, the Secre- 
tary, Hon. J. W. Forney. read the rather 
lengthy proceeding of the last sitting. 
Garrett Davis, Senator from Kentucky, 
then submitted an order, declaring that 
the Senate was not a Senate of the whole 
country, and that they were not therefore 
qualified to sitas a Court of Impeachment 
to try the President. This motion pro- 
voked much smiling, even on the face of 
the mover himself. Forty-nine voted 
against and two forit. The two were 
Davis and McCreery, both Kentucky Sen- 
ators. It is hoped that these two will 
have no delicacy about resigning, as, it 
would be hard for them to be obliged to 
draw pay for work done against their con- 
sciences and the public interest. Stan- 
bery announced that the President's an- 
swer was prepared, and his Counsel were 
now ready to read the document. It had 
taken, he said, not only the working hours 
of the day, but nights, and he was sorry 
to say, the sacred day of rest. It was an 
elaborate denial of the several articles of 
impeachment. Possibly it might have 
bee n just as W ell expressed ona few sheets 
Len. Curtis, of Boston, be- 
gan the reading, being relieved by Stan- 
bery about two o'clock. Mr. Evarts con- 
cluded it at three. The answer was or- 
dered to be filed.and Mr. Boutwell stated 
that the Managers would be ready to file

“ That the trial shall begin, Monday, 
the 30th of March, and then to proceed 
without further delay, according to the 
rules of proceedure formerly adopted by 
the Court.” 

So the Court stands adjourned to Mon- 
day next.

The 
effect of this practice is well described by 
Penfold. The remarks apply especially 
to broken stone and large gravel; but 
the operation is much the same where 
fine gravel is thus applied, especially 
if it is unsereened and contains pebbles of 
different, sizes. Whena thick coat is laid 
on, the destruction of the material is very 
‘great, before it becomes settled or incor- 
porated with the road. ‘The stones will 
not allow each other to be quiet, but are

greatest mistakes in road-making that can 
be committed to lay on thick coats of ma- 


terial, and, when understood, will no} 
longer be resorted to.

'a stone's thickness ata time; a cubic yard, 
‘nicely prepared and broken up, to a rod

irregularities, and the surface will present 


any thing but a true and even appearance. 

Law, an English engineer of much rep- 
utation, says: “It is certain that more 
roads are spoilt from having too much 
material put on them, than they are from 
having too littl. Roads should always 
be under repair ; every rond should be 
divided into lengths, on each of which an 
intelligent laborer, who thoroughly un- 
derstands his business, should be placed, 
to attend constantly, and at all times, to 
the proper state of the road, for which 
he should be responsible. This office 
would consist filling any ruts or hol- 
low places, the moment they appeared, 
with broken stones, which should be kept 
in depots formed on the sides of the road, 
and one of which, holding thirty cubic 
yards, should be provided in each quarter 
of a mile. Each man should be provided 
with a wheelbarrow, shovel and pickaxe. 
Additional laborers could be engaged at 
times, when more work is required. ‘Those 
who have tried the two methods, find it 
vastly cheaper to prevent a road from 
getting out of repair, than it is to restore 
it again to a proper state.” 

Proressor Mauan.in his “ Elemen- 
tary Essay on Road-making,” says: * The 
repairs should be daily made, by adding 
fresh material, upon all points where 
hollows or ruts commence to form. The 
surface on which fresh material is spread 
should be broken by a pick to the depth 
of half an inch to an inch, and the fresh 
material well settled by ramming. ‘The 
importance of keeping the road surface at 
all times free from an 
mud and dust, and of preserving the sur- 
face ina uniform state of evenness by 
the daily addition of fresh material where- 
ever the wear is sufficient to call for it, 
cannot be too strongly insisted upon.” 

Litfing. By lifting is meant loosen- 
ing, by means of a pick, the old surface 
ot the road where new materials are to 
be added, so that the old and new sub- 
stances may be incorporated into a solid 
mass. If this is neglected, and new ma- 
terials be applied to the hard surface of 
the old road, it is placed between the 
wheel and the old surface, as between two 
mill-stones, and. ground to powder, mak- 
ing mud and dust before becoming solid. 

On hilly roads it is particularly neces- 
sary to open or lift the surface before ap- 
plying new material, because such ma- 
terial has a constant tendency to slide 


downward by the action of the wheels,! 


and to wash away by the rains. 
Spreading the Material. This may 
seem perhaps a very trivial matter upon 
which to give specific directions, but much 
more -depends upon properly spreading 
the materials than a casual observer would 
suppose. The common method of mend- 
ing roads is to shoot down a cart-load of 
material upon the spot which seems to 
need repair, and another and another, at 
short distances apart, till the requisite 
amount is procured,—then with hoes anc 
shovels a portion is thrown each way, 
the main body remaining where it was 
first placed. All who have travelled over 
roads thus repaired, will remember that 
the surface is almost always undulating, 


the parts where the heaps of gravel or} 


stone was laid remaining more solid than 
the rest. It is almost impossible to spread 
material from heaps formed in this way, 
so as to make aneven surface. The best 
mode is to deposit the material in heaps 
a little one side of the travel of the road, 
and then with a shovel scatter it evenly, 
as if sowing grain, over the surface. In 
this way an even coating may be given 
over the whole, and a uniform surface 
may be formed. es

“PRUNING WHEN TRANSPLANTING. 


We consider it important to shorten 


back all fruit trees, shrubs and vines 
when transplanting. It lessens by re- 
ducing the number of buds, the demand 


for supply on the roots as soon as that 
laid wp in the bud is exhausted, and it 
gives increased vitality and vigor to the 
remaining buds, by giving to them th 
supply that would have been devoted to 
those removed, had they been left to re- 
main. There is, however, room for study 
in the practice of heading-in, because of 
the vigor of growth and power of produc- 
ing strong, new shoots being much greater 
in some sorts than others. The peach, for 
instance, may be cut back to within two 
feet of the crown, leaving not a limb or 
twig, and yet the tree in the ensuing fall 
will be found, under good cultivation, to 
have made four or five strong 
each as many feet long, and with 
dant lateral branches. Pursue the same 
course with the apple, and nine times out 
of ten the result will be only a few feeble 
shoots of four to six inches, with a dead 
tree the following spring. The pear when 
worked on the quince will beer much 
more severe pruning back than when on 
the pear stock ; and further, some varie- 
ties will endure more severe pruning than 
others. The grape, when cut back two 
or three buds, grows vigorous!y; but if 
left umpruned, it struggles a year or two, 
produces a few imperfect bunches, and is 
dead. These are some of the many vari- 
ations that an observing horticultarist will 
notice on short practice, and which will 
soon cause him to feel confidence in trans- 
planting trees at any age, provided he be 
allowed to prune them back according to 
their age and habits.— Horticulturist.
